Mayor Dunne has prepared and will present 
to the city council at ite special session 
this afternoon à veto of the 85 cent gas ordi- 
The greund on which he rejects this cut 
of 15 cents from the present Chicago rate is 
that the price ought to be lower and that the 
companies should agree to light the streets 
free of cost to the city. 

The mayor tried to secure an agreement 
on these Hnes yesterday afternoon but failed, 
and then he determined on the veto. It will 
be a flat veto with no suggestions in it az to 
any compromise between his position and 
that of the companies. In fact, it was made 
plain at the afternoon conference that no 
compromise was possible, 


May Pass Over Veto. 

The result expected is a motion to pass tha 
ordinance over the veto. The aldermen who 
are supporting the ordinance think they 
have votes enough to do it. The mayor is 
not certain about the matter, but is hopeful 
they have not. 

There has not been a serious attempt to 
pass an ordinance over a mayor’s veto in nine 
years. The motion has been made a few 
times, but with no serious idea that it would 
prevail. This afternoon, however, the situa- 
‘tion will be different. Mayor Dunne will have 
to pull either nine or twelve votes away from

It is asserted on official authority that the 
new company, represented by Thomas E, 
Cole, will take over the mines purchased 
from the Heinses and any other mining 
properties which future events might re- 
quire. Whether the company would take over 
the Amalgamated itself and whether it would 
include the big copper interests of the Gug- 
genheims and the Lewisohns is a question for 
the future. 
For months past there have been rumors 
of a great holding company, including all 
the larger copper interests; and it is not 
unlikely that the formation of the company 
to end the Amalgamated-Heinze war is also 
the first step in a general clearing up and 
unification of the n. copper interests 
of this country. 

New Company's Capital 3600, 000, O00? 

In well informed quarters it was said that, 
the deal is a business deal, which has been 
entéred into by all parties, to be followed 
up by harmonious action on the part of all. 

The name, capitalization, and makeup of 
the directorate of the new company could 
not be learned today, and the only informa- 
tion forthcoming was that the company 
would be controlled in the interests of the 
Amalgamated. It was also stated that the 
North Butte Copper interests would have a 
share. 

One report has it that the capitalization of 
the new company would be as great as $600,- 
000, 000 

The properties which Mr. Cole took over 
today include the following productive mines: 
Minnie Healey, Rarus, Corra-Rock Island, 
Belmont, Nipper, Johnstown, Hypocka, 
Guardian, and the Montana Ore Purchasing 
company's smelter. In addition to these pro- 
ducing mines a large number of ore beds 
which have never been opened because of re- 
straining Htigation have also been purchased. 

The deal means the dismissal of more than 
100 lawsuits jnvolving $50,000,000 of claims. 
All of the p rties will be operated at once, 
and it is estimated that the production of cop- 
per will be immensely increased as a result. 
It is said that the new corporation will start 
with the production of the Heinze properties 
of nearly 40,000,000 pounds of copper a year, 
and that this can be uate: within a short 
time. 


$25,000,000 Price of Peace.

Patient Is Forgetful. 


McCall’s friends in this city said that he is 
suffering from a complication of diseases. It 
has been said lately that one manifestation 
of McCall's iiness is his forgetfulness of men 
and events which have figured in his Nfe. 

A friend of McCall said just before McCall 
paid back into the treasury of the company 
$235,000 which he had advanced to Judge 
Andrew Hamilton, he surrendered for cash 
all his life insurance policies. These 
amounted to about $400,000, and McCall, it is 
said, got about one-fourth that amount on 
them in surrender value. Of the $236,000 
payment only $85,000 was in cash, the balance 
being secured by a mortgage on McCall's big 
summer place at Long Branch. This place 
recently was sold.

New York, Feb. 18.—[{Special.J—John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. delivered a harsh criticism 
ot society in a talk tonight before the young 
people’s society of the Fifth Avenue Baptist 
church. 

Discussing, the subject of Friendship 
Mr. Rockefeller said that many aspirants 
for social preferment seek out influential 
friends as the means of accomplishing their 
desire. 

That is reprehensible,“ declared the young 
millionaire. 
gain any personal advantage is wrong. What 
do you and I care for society, anyhow? 
What does it amount to? Nothing but a 
sham. The so-called society people don’t 
do much else than sit around waiting for time 
to go by. It's foolishness, and you and 1 
cannot afford to get mixed up in it.“ 


Borrowing Endangers Friendship. 


Mr. Rockefeller said that many misguided 
people think that the true test of friendship 
is whether the friend will lend money. 

Don't you ever believe it, he implored. 
There never was a greater mistake. If you 
have any friendship for people don’t spoil it 
by trying to borrow money from them. It's 
all right to get a little help at times, but the 
practice of borrowing money is a most dan- 
gerous one. It is the surest way to cause 
the breaking of friendship. Besides that it 
involves the borrower, as a rule, in hopeless 
indebtedness. 

It matters nothing to me ff the friend I 
have is rich or poor so long as he is a man of 
character. 
ful and true to the principles of square deal- 
ing I do not want him for a friend. 


Observe Rights of Others. 


In our business lives we must observe 
the rights of those we are dealing with. A 
friend of mine told me that when a business 
proposition was put to him he always con- 
sidered first whether it was square, thep 
whether it was safe, and finally if it would 
pay.

PLAN A THEATER FOR ART 


NEW YOREERS BACK ENTERPRISE 
TO LIFT DRAMATIC IDEAIS. 


Charles T. Barney, One of Founders, 
Declares New Playhouse Will Be 


Ran from Esthetic Point of View | 


Regardiess of Financial Side of the 

Question—Opera Comique Perform- 

ances Will Be Given Twice a Week 
Prominent Men Aid Movement. 


New York, Feb. 18.—A movement by a 
group of well known New York men to 
establish in this city a theater designed to 
foster and develop dramatic art was de- 
scribed today by Charles T. Barney, one of 
the founders. He said: 

Our plan is not launched in the interest 
of or identified with any one man. No one 
as yet has been selected as manager for the 
new theater; we propose to choose the best 
available man, and whoever he is he will be 
subject to the active direction and super- 
vision of the board. 


Explains National Idea. 

It isnot our intention to call the new play- 
house the ‘ National theater,’ as this would 
seem to imply a national endowment, but we 
hope to make it a national theater in the 
sense that it will be the founders’ earnest 
endeavor by the standard of the perform- 
ances and the spirit of the administration to 
place it in the same relation towards the 
dramatic art and literature of this country 
as is held by the principal national theaters 
of Europe. 

It will be run for the sake of art only and 
not In any way for the sake of profit, and its 
mission will be to stimulate art and to exer- 
cise that refining influence which makes the 
stage, if properly conducted, an educational 
agency second to aone in effectivurtss. In- 
cidentally it will afford to this cffy a much 
needed home for the proper presentation of 
the many delightful operas of acknowledged 
musical merit. Opera comique performances 
will be given twice a week. 


Practical Basis Given. 
Careful estimates of the earning capacity 
of the house convince us that it will not only 
be easily self-sustaining but distinctly profit- 
able for the creation oi an endowment fund, 


a school of dramatic art, an actors’ pension,” 


and similar uses in keeping with the altruistic 
purpose of the enterprise. 

Experience has shown that the only way 
to establish an endowed theater in America 
is to start it on a practical basis; as we are 
doing.

HOSTS HONOR KING CHRISTIAN. 


Crowds Over Mile Long Pass by Bier of 
Danish Monarch—Death Cham- 
ber a Majestic Scene. 


COPENHAGEN, Feb. 13.—In contrast with 
the extreme simplicity of the death-chamber 
at the Amallenborg palace, the body of King 
Christian lies in. state tonight in the Slots- 
kirke, surrounded by the impressive majesty 
befitting a king. On the casket are reposed 
the royal insignia, the crown and the scep- 
ter, and the purple robe, outward symbols 
of ‘monarchy. 

A stream of black garbed crowds, waiting 
in line for more than a mile outside the 
church, representing all classes of Denmark, 
are passing the coffin to pay the last tribute 
to the dead sovereign. 

The coffin lies on a white catafalque, at the 
head of which, turned towards the crape 
hung altar, reposes the crown of Denmark, 
the jewels of which are entwined with a mag- 
nificent spray of pink magna charta roses, 
the white cross of Danneborsg, and the nation- 
al flag cover the coffin. At the foot of the 
coffin are the sword of state and the scepter, 
crossed and surrounded by many silver 
wreaths. 

Facing the coffin head stand seven high 
raval and military officers in full uniform 
with black wands, and six others with hal- 
berds hung with crape guard the dead mon- 
arch on either side. At the base of the plat- 
form stands the great silver lions, compris- 
ing the arms of Denmark, representing the 
Sound and the Great and Little Belts, which 
have been used at anointments and funerals 
of Danish kings since 1670. 

Almost the entire foreground of the chapel 
is carpeted with wreaths and floral trophies 
and the walls are lined with palms and other 
tributes. At each corner of the catafalque 
massive silver candelabra throw a yellow 
light, which is reflected from the diamonds 
of the insignia.

FAMINE IN SPANISH PROVINCES. 


Cold Kills Sugar Crop and Thousands, 
Thrown Out of Work, Are Pil- 
laging Country. 


MADRID, Feb. 14. —— The famine in the 
meridional provinces ig again grave. The 
recent intense cold has killed the sugar crop 
in the provinces of Seville, Cadiz, Malaga. 
and Granada, ruining the regions and throw- 
i large numbers of people out of work. 
“Numerous bands’ of men unable to obtain 
work are scouring the country, pillaging 
farms, bakeries, and provision stores, and 
threaten to attack the landowners. In the 
cities large numbers of people have been fed 
by public subscriptions, but the loss of crops 
puts an endtothis. . .

NOBLEMAN TAKES HIS OWN LIFE, 


Count Henri de Beaufort, Connected 
with Many Prominent Families, 
Shoots Self in Paris.

with prominent 
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ABRAHAM BOWERS TO GET DE- 
GREE AFTER 14 r STUDY. 


First Student to Enter Chicago Uni- 
versity, Back in 1892, Now About 
to Receive His Bachelor’s Degree— 
Work in Classes Hindered by Neces- 
sity of Tolling to Gain Subsistence 
Married Contrary to Rule and A- 
most Expelled for It. 


* 


After fourteen years of nerve racking 
etudy and struggle for mere subsistence in 
which he “filled in a solugh two blocks 
long.“ “built a campus,” lighted street 
lamps, shined ¢ , washed windows, 
spaded gardens, guarded houses at night, and 
clerked in grocery stores, Abraham Bowers, 
the University of Chicago’s pioneer student, 
is to receive a bachelor’s degree—the first 
goal of his ambition 

Next March, when the quarterly convoca- 
tion for the spring quarter is held, Bowers, 
who ig now 87 years old, will be rewarded 
with a title of bachelor of philosophy and 
will go out into the world a college bred 


man. By that time he will have completed 


the thirty-six majors of work required of 
all students for this degree, which is usually 


won in four years and which has been se- 


cured by exceptional students in threé years. 


First Student to Enter. 
‘Bowers was the first student to enter the 


University of Chicago. Back in August ot 


1802, when the buildings of the world’s fair 
were rising in Jackson park, he made his way 
froma farm near Champaign, III., to Chi- 
cago and appeared one morning on what was 
then the university campus. There was only 


done buliding in the process of construction 


and this had hot yet been roofed over. He 
sought President Harper and arranged for 
his entrance admission to the new institu- 
tion. He was two weeks in advance of the 
spcond student to apply for admission. 

Since that time until the present he has 
tolled night and day to earn a living while 
he pursued his Latin, Greek, and mathemat- 
ices. He has been in residence for nine years 
and during the other five years he has taken 
courses by correspondence while he taught 
school and worked in the fields to Bet funds 
for resuming his residence at the university. 

In his college career Bowers has been a stu- 
dent of many ventures. He has held numer- 
ous class offices, has been a member of the 


‘football and baseball squads for three years, 


was a member of the choir, was a delegate in 
1808 to the convention of the college repub- 
lican clubs at Louisyiile, was the instigator 
of the movement to change the college color 
from golden rod yellow to maroon, and 
at the same time has been a good student. 


Breaks Rule Against Marriage. 


Bowers came near suffering expulsion from 
the university in 1897, when he found his 
affinity and believed that he could no longer 
remain a single man. He was married. 
President Harper's pet rule was that no 
undergraduate student could marry and re- 
main in the university. It took a strong plea 
on the part of Bowers to be permitted to 
continue his work. He is the only student on 
record at the university who has broken this 
rule and mained an undergraduate stu- 
dent. He how has three children. 

There is yet a, higher goal which Bowers 
seeks. He desjres to be a college professor. 
Already he has received several offers from 
small colleges, and he intends to accept one 
of these. In the future he hopes to return to 
the University of CHicago and become a mem- 
ber of its faculty. Then he believes he will 
have achieved his life ambition. 


Enthusiastic Over His Experience. 


Bowers is enthusiastic over his college ca- 
reer and in attaining his bachelor’s degree. 
In relating his experiences yesterday he de- 
clared: 

1 first heard of the proposed University 
of Chicago in 1891 at Springfield at a*teach- 
ers’ convention. It was then spoken of as 
‘the great new university with a half million 
endowment.’ I met Dr. Harper at this con- 
vention. He was 80 young and so impressed 
with the proposed greatness of the university 
I felt that he was the most wonderful looking 
man I had ever seen. I think now that my 
conclusion was right. 

„ had been planning and preparing to go 
to college for several years, and I at once 
determined to go to the new university. At 
the end of the following summer, knowing 
that I would have to work my way through 
college, I made for Chicago. Traditions of 
the dangers in large cities were so strong 
that I walked all the way from the Thirty- 
rinth street depot of the Illinois Central to 
3522 Indiana avenue, where my aunt lived. 


It looks to me as though the present ordi- 
nance would not hold water,“ Mr. Hurley 
said.

Chief Collins’ order was as follows: 

“To all members of the department: Our 
boys and girls of today are our future men 
and women, but, judging from the training 
which the dance hall element is receiving, we 
must look forward to a wicked, and, conse- 
quently, unhappy olty. When can we ex- 
pect to find man to legislate and build our 
city and woman to preside over her fireside? 
Never, while parents allow sons and daugh- 
hac to wallow in the depravity of the dance 


These halls have proven the first step 
for the highwayman, the woman of the levee, 
and the vicious characters in general. Never 
did a good man or woman emanate from such 
vile associations, and until this source of 
evil is crushed out our ¢ity must expect to 
be overburdened with the care of such un- 
fortunate creatures. Certainly it becomes 
the duty of the city, through its police de- 
partment, to protect those children who seem 
to have no parents to guide them. 

“Special police will always be necessary 
for such, and the older these children grow 
the more expense they become to the city. 
I believe every child under age found in any 
of these dance halls should be conveyed to 
the nearest police station, its identity ascer- 
tained, and the parenta notified at once. In 
cases where no parents can be found the 
child should be prosecuted under the disor- 
derly act. Where liquor is sold to minors, in 
any part of the city, it is the duty of the of- 
ficer who witnesses the violation to arrest 
the seller.“ 


Mayor’s View of Problem. 


** Minors should not be permitted to dance 
in these public places unless accompanied 
by their parents, said Maror Dunne 
“There is a certain clase ot people in this 
community that enjoys innocent dancing, 
and if they want to take their children with 
them that is all right because they will be 
protected. The law now prevents liquor be- 
md sold to minors and this should be suffi- 
clent.“ 

Do you believe these special permits for 
the sale of Mquor in dance halls Saturday 
night and Sunday morning should be issued 
by the city?“ the mayor was asked. 

“If the places are conducted properly,” 
he replied. It would be better if the people 
would conduct the dance’ with water, but 
there those Who are not content with 
water. Drunkenmness and vice, however, 
should not be permitted in any place.”’ 


Inspector Lavin to Act. 

Inspector Lavin has been gathering in- 
formation in regard to the dance halis in 
his district during the last few days. He is 
considering a little erusade all on his own 
account and has an observing eye turned 
toward the Dearborn Dancing club on North 
Clark street, successor of the notorious Wel- 
lington club.

The Dearborn hall is owned and operated 
by Godfrey Johnson, according to the po- 
lice.

Suggestive lines should be eliminated. It is 
not necessary to suppress the whole plays, 
but merely the scenes which depict depravity.

Condemned by Supt. Bodine. 

Supt. W. L. Bodine of the compulsory edu- 
cation department condemned the halls, say- 
ing: 
19 The public dance halle are the shame of 
Chicago. It is here that many young girls 
go whirling down the road to ruin in two step 
time. Hundreds of girls in our corrective in- 
stitutions can trace their first steps in de- 
linquency to these halls, where drink and 
degeneracy are inseparable evils. 

“Incompetent mothers and indifferent 
fathers are largely to blame for the crime in 
Chicago today. People ere prone to blame 
the police when every father should be an 
ex-officio policeman to the extent at least of 
regulating the conduct of his own child. 

„ Bliminate the sale of drinks in dance halls 
and they would not be so prolific of soon 
harm. We have a law that prohibits the sale 
of liquors to minore and it certainly applies 
to dane halis. 

“The cheap theaters with lurid dramas and 
suggestive plays unfit for the eyes of juvenile 
life, should be regulated or put out of busl- 
ness. Childhood in Chicago is certainly beset 
with many temptations, and I am pleased to 
see that TRAA TRIBUNE has started a crusade

Text of the Ordinance. 


Below is the ordinance, the threatened de- 
feat of which has caused this uprising: 


An ordinance amending sections 1,389 and 1,840 
of the Revised Municipal Code of Chicago of 1905. 

Be it ordained by the city council of the city of 
Chicago: 

Section 1. That section 1,339 of the Revised Mu- 
nicipal Code of the City of Chicago of 1006 is hereby 
amended to read az follows: 

1.890. Fee. Any person on compliance with 
the aforesaid requirements and the payment in ad- 
vance to the city collector of a license fee at the 
rate of $1,000 per annum, shall receive a license 
under the corporate seal, signed by the mayor and 
attested by the city clerk, which shall authorize 
the person or persons therein named to keep a 
Gramsehop or saloon, and to seil, give away, or 
barter intoxicating liquors, in quantities less than 
one gallon, in the place designated in the license 
and for the period stated therein.’’ 

Bection 2. Section 1,340 of the Revised Municipal 
Code of Chicago of 1906 is hereby amended to 
read as follows: | 

91,840. Periods of payment. The saloon license 
year is hereby divided into two periods, as fol- 
lows: From May 1 to Oct. 81, inclusive, shall be 
known as the first period; from Nov, 1 to April 80 
of the following year, inclusive, shall be known 
as the second period. Licenses May be issued for 
the full license year or for the unexpired portion 
thereof, or for any period or the unexpired portion 
thereof; and the fee payable therefor shall be 
$1,000 in advance for the full license year, or $500 
fn advances for each period; provided, that if any 
license shall issue for the unexpired portion of the 
Heense year or for the unexpired portion of any 
period the fee to be paid therefor shall bear the 
game ratio to the sum required for the whole 
year that the number of days in such unexpired 
portion beare to the whole number of days in the 
year; and provided further that no license shall 
extend beyond the 80th day of April next following

INQUEST AT ZION CITY 
YIELDS AN “OPEN” VERDICT. 


Coroner’s Jury Finds No Fault with 
Any One for Death of Estella Smith 
from Burns. 


Death due to burns received from a leak- 
ing off stove on Sunday was the colorless 
verdict returned yesterday at Zion City by 
the coroner’s jury sitting in the case of Miss 
Estella Smith, the school teacher who died 
early yesterday morning. The jury, com- 
posed with but one exception of Zionites, 
said nothing regarding the absence of med- 
ical treatment, the evidence, in fact, show- 
ing that practically everything short of the 
use of opiates had been done to relieve the 
sufferer. Coroner J. L. Tayior of Liberty- 
ville presided. 

Burial will take place this morning at 
Mount Olivet after semi-private funeral 
services at the college building, at which 
only the family, immediate friends, and the 
faculty and children of the Twenty-third 
Street Junior school will be present. Miss 
Smith’s mother and sister arrived yest 
afternoon from Tennessee and express 
themselves as satisfied that everything pos- 
sible had been done to save her. 

There was considerable comment yesterday 
upon the close regsembiance between her 
death and that of Dr. Dowie's own daughter. 
Deacon Chamberlain, who was an attendant 
at the bedwide, said that in both instances, 
contrary to public opinion, the treatment had 
been kind and efficient.’’

RAISES HOPES “OF Hoon 


DR. F. ROBERT ZEIT SENDS STATE- 
MENT TO DENEEN. 


Physician Says His Examination of 
Body of Wife of Condemned Man 
Led Him to Believe She Might Have 
Died of Organic Disease, Not Ar- 
senic Poisoning — Bigamist Over~- 
joyed and Believes He Soon Will 
Be Set Free. 


All that stands Between Johann Hoch and 
death, according to the sentence of the court 
which declared him a wife murderer, is the 
statement made to Gov. Deneen by Prof. F. 
Robert Zeit of the department of pathology 
in Northwestern university. 

This statement, which accompanies the 
plea for pardon, made by Hoch’s last wife, 
appeared in detail yesterday. It is to the 
effect that Mrs. Marie Walker-Hoch might 
have died from other causes than arseriijc 
poisoning. Prof. Zeit says if his testimony 
had been heard the jury might have made the 
sentence life imprisonment. In his state- 
ment Prof. Zeit says: 

“On Jan. 27, 1905, Dr. Lewke submitted to 
me the kidneys, liver, gall bladder, spleen, 
and pancreas of Mrs. Marie Walker-Hoch 
for examination. I think it is due to the man 
whose life is to be taken to state that this 
woman had a chronic diffuse nephritis of 
the parenchymatous type, as a result of 
which she might Bave died at any time from 
uremic come. ‘It is possible that thie opin- 
ion, which I conveyed to.the coroner’s phy- 
sician in plain words, may have prevented 
the state from calling me as a witness in the 


case. 

I make this statement because I fear that 
these facts have not been given due weight 
in the testimony, and because I feel that it 
would be unjust to remain silent. 

“I do not wish to criticise in any way, 
medical or chemical, the testimony given in 
this case, but I feel that if this testimony 
had been presented to the jury it would have 
given rise to the reasonable doubt to Which 


this man was entitled before the death pen- 


alty was pronounced.“ 


Comment of Attorney Olson, 

Regarding this testimony Assistant State's 
Attorney Harry Olson said: 

At the trial we knew that Dr. Lewke 
had given these organs to Dr. Zeit ‘for ex- 
amination, but as, we did not know Dr: Zeit 
professionally he was not called to the wit- 
ness stand by us nor by the defense, which 
knew that he had made the examination. 
Both Dr. Lewke and Dr. Héktoen,declared 
that the kidneys were normal and that there 
was no conspicuous signs of any chronie 
disease., 

Dr. Krost, at the request of the defense, 
also made an examination, and although not 
called as a witness declared after the trial 
that he had found the conditions of the organs 
to be the Same as indicated in the report made 
by Dr. Hektoen. If Dr. Zeit had any special 
views it is unfortunate that he waited to state 
them until a time when he could not be cross- 
examined. What he says was taken into con- 
sideration at the trial, but we did not call him 


because we did not know him as a man of | 


scientific attainments.’ 


Hoch Becomes Jubilant.

GALE SWEEPS OVER CITY. 


COMES IN SUCH HASTE IT NEARLY 
BEATS FORECAST. 


Fall in Temperature Quickly Freezes 
the Water That Had Been Falling 
All Day, Rendering Sidewalks and 
Pavements Dangerous — Continua- 
tion of Same Conditions Promised 
for Today, with Snow Accompany- 
ing the Wind Storm. 


A gale foretold by the seers on the pinnacle 
of the federal building hurried down upon 
Chicago at such a headlong pace that it 
struck the lake front last evening at just 
about the hour that they were giving the 
public a warning. By the time theater patrons 
were on their homeward way they encount- 
ered a thoroughbred .*‘ nor’easter.”’ 

Accompanying the wind was a drop in the 
temperature that congealed the result of a 
day’s rain upon the sidewalks and pavements, 
Sleet on the asphalt pavement of Jackson 
boulevard and other streets, getting the full 
benefit of the gdle, became ice and cab horses 
fell as often as they tried to go faster than a 
walk, 

Pedestrians showed the same caution dis- 
played by the quadrupeds. They were sat- 
isfied to go slowly and even then on round- 
ing corners where the wind struck them with 
redoubled force they caught at window 
frames or any other projection until they had | 
recovered themselves. Tumbles were not in- 
frequent. 

The damage done by the storm in the early 
part of the evening was not great. The 
canopy in use in front of Orchestra hall, 
where a concert was in progress, was torn 
down and the people leaving the hall had 
some difficulty in getting out of the neigh- 
borhood without accident. 

No relief is promised today. At 7 o’clock, 
the last hour recorded, the wind had reached 
a velocity of only thirty miles an hour, a 
mark that soon was left far behind and the 
prophets have declared that the speed will 
not lessen today. Further than that it will 
be accompanied by snow. 


PITTSBURG PRAYS FOR SNOW: 
MAYOR’S ‘TUMMY’ STILL PAINS 


One Man’s Stomach Ache Makes Whole, 
City Anxious—Scheme to Annex Al- 
legheny Depends on Weather. 


Pittsbufg, Pa., Feb..13.—[Special.]—Mayor 
William B. Hays has stomach ache again and 
has it so badly he is laid up. He blamesit on 
the weather man. When seized with the 
present attack, about eight days ago, the 
mayor announced that it was a never falling 
indication. of snow. The weather man cor- 
roborated this by prophesying snow in this 
district, and the mayor said to his friends: 

It's all right, boys; just as soon as the 
snow falls I shall be a well man.“ 

Snow didn't fall and the mayor continued 
to suffer. Twice since then. the weather 
bureau sent out snow alarms and each time 
the mayor perked up, only to be disappointed. 
Today the bureau positively asserts snow 
is coming, but the mayor is disheartened and 
will nurse his stomach ache in bed until he 
can see the snow. 

The mayor is a thorough believer in the 
theory he advances that his ‘suffering is 
caused by the atmospheric conditions pre- 
ceding 4 fall of snow. He doesn’t suffer 
in damp weather or when rain is threatened. 
For years he thus has been afflicted. 

Mayor Hays’ troubles are increased hy the 
fear that his stomach ache may hold up the 
greater Pittsburg scheme, which will make 
this municipality rank fifth in the list of 
cities in the country. Both councils have 
passed an ordinance requiring the mayor 
to go into court and petition for the annexa- 
tion of Allegheny to this city. If the mayor 
was well, this would be done tomorrow. As 
it is, annexation is likely to be postponed, and 
if there should be no more snow this winter 
the whole matter might have to be postponed 
until next wipter. Thus the populace is

about $25,000,000, fully one-half in cash and 
the balance in securities. 

The fact that the deal for the purchase of 
the Heinze interests was completed was re- 
ceived in Butte this morning, but was with- 
held from the public on orders from New 
York until after the close of today’s market. 
The actual transfer was made at midnight 
tonight. For the present there will Be no 
change in the operation of the united proper- 
ties, but many changes will be made later, 
and probably the company’s smeltgr in Butte 
will be shut down and all ores treated either 
at Anaconda or Great Falls. 


Heinze Completely Eliminated. 

Heinze, according to one report, is complete- 
ly out of the United Copper company, but re- 
tains his interest in the La France Copper 
company, which has a lease and bond on the 
Lexington group of mines and owns the re- 
duction plant at Basin, Mont 

The fact that the sale has been finally con- 
summated was conveyed in dispatches from 
John D. Ryan and F. A. Heinze. Mr. Cole, it 
was stated, represents a new company in 
which Amalgamated Copper, North Butte, 
and the new United Copper interests will be 
associated. 

The sale and settlement of the copper war 
will result in the reopening of a number of 
mines which have been shut down by litiga- 
tion for a number of years, including the Nip- 
per, Tramway, Snohomish, L. E. R., and 
Michael Davitt, as well as portions of the 
Pennsylvania, Gambetta, Piccollo, Colusa, 
Minnie Healey, and others. 


Ore Worth $50,000,000 Released. 

In court proceedings during recent years 
testimony was presented to show that at 
these mines many millions of dollars worth 
of ore is blocked out and under injunction. 
This mineral will now be released and the 
various owners, under a harmonious agreé- 
ment. will now operate the mines and take 
out the ore. 

It is estimated that the value of the ore 
bodies affected is fully $50,000,000, and the 
release from injunction is especially of great 
benefit to Anaconda and Parrott, as Heinze, 
through his Nipper ownership, had laid claim 
to nearly all the ore in the Parrott ground 
and to a large rtion of the great véin in 
the Anaconda, dnd the injunction has been 
in effect on them for some years. The 
Michael Davitt mine, one of the Butte and 
Boston mines, has been shut down by a 
Heinze injunction since 1896, and is one of the 
richest mines in the Butte district. There 
are pending in the courts about one hundred 
lawsuits for damages and injunctions. Thess 


All Mines to Be Reopened. 

It is announced that the new owners will 
immediately reopen all mines and put sev- 
eral thousand more men to work, and in- 
crease the copper output of the Butte dis- 
trict several million pounds a month. 

While the United Copper company disposes 
of all its lawsuits, litigated ground, and 
smelter, it retains the Lexington group and 
some claims not now developed, and has a 
most favorable contract for the treatment of 
its ores at the new Wahoe or Amalgamated 
smelter. 

In some cases @ vertical line of ownership. 
will be drawn, in others joint ownesship may 
be continued, and in still others purchases 
from the Amalgamated companies may be 
made up, but everything will be on a cash 
basis and details of settlements will be en- 
tirely with Mr. Cole and Pregident John D. 
Ryan of the Anaconda company. 


Transfer Is Made Simply. 


It required few formalities to make the 
actual transfer. The superintendents and 
foremen of the Heinze mines and smelters 
merely issued identical notices, which were 
posted at the mines, announcing the fact 
that the properties were turned over to Mr. 
Carson, as representative for Thomas F. 
Cole. 

The litigation, which began ten years ago, 
has been the most sensational and in some 
respects the most scandalous‘ the courts of 
this country have ever had todeal with. The 
settlement is of great importance and satis- 
faction to the people of Montana. 

It is well known in Butte that the initiative 
for the adjustment of the Montana war was 
taken by John D. Ryan, managing director 
of the Amalgamated company, and it was 
chiefly through his personal efforts that a 
settlement has been reached with Heinze. 


Deal Made on Cash Basis. 

New York, Feb. 13.—[Special. ]—Repre- 
sentatives of Amalgamated Copper declared 
tonight that the consideration for the pur- 
chase of the Heinze properties was entirely 
cash, but that the reported price of $25,- 
000,000 was not correct, and said that the 
price could not be made public at this time. 
It was said the United Copper company, 
which is a holding concern, has not been pur- 
chased and still retains a few of the newer 
mines purchased by the Heinzes, including 
the Lexington group. 

An officer who spoke for the Amalgamated 
said that if the United Copper company cares 
to go into the new concern it will have to 
buy stock like any outsider. 

The properties which have been purchased 
by the new company were taken over yes- 
terday by Mr. Cole, who is interested in the 
North, Butte mines and is also president of 
the Oliver Mining company, which is the 
mining end of the United States Steel cor- 
poration. It is stated officially, however, 
that United States Steel has nothing to do 
with the new company. Mr. Cole, together 
with John D. Ryan, president of the Ana- 
conda Copper company, has carried on the 
negotiations for the purchase of the Heinze 
mines.

Heinze Makes a Find. 

It was then he bought the Rarus, which had 
been worked with varying success by the 
Frenchmen. To the surprise of mining men, 
who thought the Rarus exhausted, Heinze 
reported the discovery of new ore bodies of 
great size im the property. 

This occasioned peculiar comment, and it 
was charged, in 1807, that Heinze had run 
his levels outside the lines of his own prop- 
erty and had found these new ore bodies in 
ground belonging to the Boston and Montana 
and the Butte and Boston companies, which 
had the properties adjoining. These charges 
were embodied in suits brought. by the two 
companies against the Heinze corporation, 
the Montana Ore Purchasing company. 

This was the beginning of a series of min- 
ing suits that split the state into factions and 
perpetuated the old Clark-Daly feud. Grave 
accusations have been brought against 
judges, and the litigation has been almost a 
national scandal. 

The Amalgamated Copper company was or- 
ganized in April, 1899, just in tim to get into 
the middle of the malodorous fight. It be- 
gan with a capital of $75,000,000 and its offi- 
cers were: President, Marcus Daly; vice 
president, Henry H. Rogers. The principal 
directors were Mr. Daly, Mr. Rogers, Will- 
iam Rockefeller, James Stillman, Frederic 
P. Olcott, and Roswell P. Flower. Daly's 
Anaconda was taken in by the new company, 
besides several other valuable properties. 


mated was increased to $155,000,000 and the 
control of the Boston and Montana and the 
Butte and Boston passed into its hands. 

The acquisition of these two corporations 
as subsidiary companies meant the pur- 
chase of lawsuits as well, and a decision 
by Judge Clancey stopping the Amalga- 
mated from receiving the dividends of the 
subsidiary companies and practically declar- 
ing the holding company an outlaw led to 
the order to close all its enterprises in the 
state. 

New Alignment of Interests. 

At this time came a remarkable making 
and breaking of friendships. Heinze, who 
in previous years had been friendly with 
Daly, joined hands with Clark when the 
latter began his senatorial fight. There was 
besides a spirited and not always clean 
contest for the control of the state itself. 
The election of Mr. Clark and his unseat- 
ing by the senate are history. So also is 
the contest before the Kansas City national 
convention for state supremacy, in which 
the Clark forces won. Mr. Daly was in 
Europe ill unto death and could not protect 
his political interests. 

Following this came a break in the friendly 
relations between Heinze and Clark. The 
latter wanted ‘vindication by election to the 
long term in the senate, to which Heinze 
made no objection, though he himself want- 
ed the short term. Clark opposed this and 
there was a hard fight for the control of 
the legislature. After many 
charges and counter charges a compromise 
was effected, but Mr. Heinze did not get 
to the senate. 


Famous “Minnie Healey” Case. 


At this juncture the notorious Minnie 
Healey case drove the political scandals 
into the background. The Minnie Healey 
mine was originally bought by one Miles 
Fenlen, it is said, for the Boston and Butte 
company. Heinze put in a claim for the 
mine on the ground that Fenlen had orally 
given him an option on it for $54,000. 

Upon Heinge’s claim of ownership of the 
Minnie Healey he brought suit against the 
Boston and Montana company for an injunc- 
tion restraining them from working the 
Gambetta and Piccolo lodes, declaring that 
those claims apexed in the Minnie Healey. 

Therefore Judge Clancey of the District 
eourt had decided all questions in favor of 
Heinze, and he was acoused of being more 
than a personal friend of the litigant: but 
this action was brought before Judge Har- 
ney, and then came the most sensational 
episode in the judicial history of the state. 
Judge Harney wascharged with having been 
unduly influenced by a Mra. Ada H. Brack- 
ett, who was said to have been promised 
$100,000 to get a decision in favor of the 
Heinze interest. This charge of an offer of 
money was never proved. 

Mre.- Brackett and Judge Harney were 
friends. Affidavits were made that she had 
been employed by Heinze. Letters of a 
tender nature between the judge and the 
women were attached to the affidavits, and 
it was charged that the two were frequently 
intoxicated together. Judge Harney left the 
state at this time, but subsequently returned. 

But the interest of the country has not 
been in the Minnie Healey case nor in the 
political supremacy of any faction in the 
state, but in the question whether or nof 
public opinion in Montana would force an 
amicable agreement of all litigation between 
the Heinzes and the Amalgamated company. 

This finally seems to have come to pass,

It contains a number of admis- 
sions about the kidnaping and is to all intents 
and purposes a detailed confession of the 
crime. In it Crowe makes an offer to disgorge 
$21,000 of the ransom money if Cudahy were 
persuaded not to prosecute, 

The writer sets forth at considerable length 
that he is tired of his criminal career and 
that while it was easy to get all the money 
he cared for the money thus secured did to 
good to the possessor and brought none of the 
desirable things money honestly secured 
could buy. 


Makes Pitiful Appeal for Aid. 


The letter is a pitiful appeal to Father 
Murphy to intercede in Crowe's behalf so 
that he might have the opportunity to re- 
form, which he so 22. craved, without 


the penitentiary. 

In order to keep the letter from the jury 
Crowe's attorneys at once entered upon an 
elaborate argument. The jury was excused 
from the courtroom while the battle royal 
waged between the opposing counsel. 

It was the most determined fight of the trial 
so far. Attorney Richie, for the defense, 
read copiously from the authorities, and con- 
tended that the communication was as sacred 
to the confessional as though still in the 
hands of the priest to whom it was originally 
confided, and therefore clearly within the 
class of privileged commanications. 

The state in reply took the ground that the 
letter was not given in the nature of a con- 
fession with the purpose of seeking spiritual 
comfort, but was sent to the priest merely for 
the purpose of securing his assistance as an 
intermediary with Cudahy. 

The further contention was made by the 
state that the letter itse:f directs it shall be 
turned over to another priest, thus showing 
‘on its face that it was not a confession to re- 
main forever locked in the breast of the one 
person. 

Crowe Betrays Emotion. 


Judge Sutton, in announcing that he would 
reserve his decision until morning, in- 
timated that the question hinged merely on 
whether the letter was intended in the na- 
ture of a spiritual confession, and that he 
wished to read the document again carefully 
before passing on this point. 

When the letter was introduced Crowe 
was visibly affected, burying his face in 
his hands and betraying more emotion than 
he had shown at any previous stagerof the 
trial. 

Three witnesses from whom the state had 
expected much were Bishop Scannell, Chan- 
cellor Colaneri, and Father Murphy of Vall. 
They were expected to testify regarding the 
statements made to them by Crowe in re- 
lation to the crime. It is alleged that Bishop 
Scannell got a detailed story of the kidnap- 
ing last year from Crowe’s lips. At the last 
moment, however, to the surprise of the 
state's counsel, the ecclesiastics expressed 
their unwillingness to go on the stand and 
the matter was not urged. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE BEATEN IN 
IOWA HOUSE BY 53 TO 37. 


Result of Vote Surprises Lobby—Two 
Representatives Change Vote to Move 
for Reconsideration. 


Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 13.—[Special.])—After 
a long session of oratory the house today de- 
feated the Epperson resolution for a woman 
suffragd amendment by a vote of 58 to 37.

They have been 
making enefgetic representations to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Secretary Root, insisting 
his course further will inflame the Chinese 
against the United States. They claim the 
situation is not as represented by the con- 
suls and missionaries, and in this respect 
they agree with the representatives of Eu- 
ropean governments in Washington. 

The administration says it does not antici- 
pate an immediate outbreak, but that the 
situation is dangerous and it is wise to be 
prepared for developments. The Chinese 
legation says it has no information showing 
that an outbreak against foreigners is im- 
minent. It has not made any inquiries of the 
state department as to the reason why such 
a large forcé is being gathered tn the Phil- 
ippines, because it does not think it is justi- 
filed in asking questions which may be re- 
garded as impertinent. Moreover, the lega- 
tion is disposed to believe the administration 
really is preparing to quell an uprising in the 
Philippines rather than to send an expedition 
into China. 


Order 4,000,000 Cartridges. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 13.—An order for 
4,000,000 ball cartridges has been received 
from the ordnance department at the Frank- 
ford arsenal here. They are to be of 30 cali- 
ber and of the Krag-Jorgensen type. Al- 
though no information conld be obtained at 
the arsenal as to the reason for the large ad- 
ditional order for cartridges, it is understood 
they are intended for the troops in the Phil- 
ippines. These troops, it is understood, use 
the Krag-Jorgensen rifle exclusively and it 
is intimated that the increased order for am- 
munition is in anticipation of possible trouble 
in China. The present daily output of car- 
tridges at the arsenal is 170,000 and the new 
order will increase it 40,000 daily for the next 
four months, 


HOT TALK ON FORTIFICATIONS. 


Appropriation Measure Forms the Text 
for a Warm Debate in the 
House. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—The fortifica- 
tions appropriation bill held the attention of 
the house today and was the text for consid- 
erable heated argument, first over the lax 
methods of expenditure of public moneys and 
second over the location of the proposed 
$15,000,000 naval station for the Philippines. 
Mr. Smith [Iowa], in charge of the fortifica- 
tions bill, advanced the idea of vitalizing ten 
of the committees of the house charged with 
supervision of expenditures in the various 
government departments. He advocated an 
amendment to the rules which will compel 
reports from these committees annually, 
these reports to be the result of investigation 
regarding government expenditures. He 
urged this as a preventive of bureaucracy,“ 
towards which he saw a present tendency. 


ROOSEVELT APPROVES PENALTY 


Lieut. Burbank’s Sentence by Court Mar- 
tial for Army Graft Meets with 
Sanction of the President. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 13.—The president 
today approved the sentences of the court 
martial in the two cases against First Lieut. 
‘Sidney S. Burbank, who was tried in the 
Philippines. In one case he was charged 
with making false official statements with 
reference to his alleged marriage to a F- 
ipino woman, and in the other with embezzie- 
ment of company funds. He was sentenced 
to dismissal’ in each case, but in the latter 
he was sentended in addition to imprisonment 
for fifteen months. 


G. W. BEAVERS GETS TWO YEARS. 


Pleads Guilty to Charge of Conspiring to 
Defraud Government on Furnish- 
ing Postal Supplies. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—In the Crim- 
inal court today George W. Beavers pleaded 
guilty to the indictments charging him with 
conspiring with former State Senator George 
E. Green of Binghamton; N. T., and W. D. 
Doremus to defraud the government in con- 
nection with the furnishing of postal sup- 
plies and also of bribery and was sentenced 
to two years in the Moundsville, W. Va., 
penitentiary. He was at once taken into 
custody and will be conveyed to Moundeville 
with the first batch of prisoners going there. 


SORRY BRYAN RESIGNED, BUT—

It was dclared that if the bill should pass 
in its present form it would ruin the cigar and. 
tobacco industry of the United States and 
the American market would be swamped with 
the product of cheap Filipino labor. 

The American tobacco trust was said to 
be behind the bill, standing ready to invade 
the Philippine islands for the manufacture of 
cigars and tobacco for American consump- 
tion the minute the bill should become a law. 


Blow to Tobacco Industry. 


„Secretary Taft and others responsible for 
the bill have created a false public sentiment 
in regard to this matter,” said George W. 
Perkins, president of the Cigarmakers’ Inter- 
national. union, who was chairman of the 
meeting. 

This bill will injure greatly, if not destroy, 
the American cigar and tobacco trade. It 
provides for a reduction of 75 per cent in tne 
duty on tobacco. This. great industry has 
grown up under a protective tariff and we 
contend that it is unjust to change this con- 
dition.“ 

We protest against this bill for the same 
reason that brought about the Chinese ex- 
clusion,” said Edward Kolman of the local 
branch of the Cigar Dealers’ Association of 
America. The bill, if passed, will put the 
cigar and tobacco industry of this country on 
a level with Chinese laundry labor and compel 
most of the workers engaged in the trade to 
seek the poor house.“ 


Resolutions Adopted. 


Following are the resolutions adopted: 

„ Whereas, The house has passed the Phil- 
ippine tariff bill, creating free crade between 
the Philippine islands and the United States 
on all its products, except sugar, tobacco, and 
cigars, which shall pay 25 per cent of the 
present Dingley bill until April, 1900, when 
these articles shall be admitted free; and, 

“ Whereas, Every branch of the tobacco 
and cigar industry of the United States, 
knowing that this bill, becoming a law tn its 
present form, will greatly injure, if not de- 
stroy this industry, which ranks twelfth in 
commercial importance of the great indus- 
tries of our country; be it, 

Resolved, That we, the representatives 
of the various branches of the trade here ae- 
sembled, vigorously protest against this bill 
becoming a law ix its present form, as it is 
absolutely unjust and will work havoc to this 
great industry, and we demand an amend- 
ment which will adequately protect our in- 
terests.”’

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WOMEN TO ASSIST COURT. 


LEAGUE WILL AID IN RESCUE OF 
JUVENILE DELINQUENTS. 


Chief Probation Officer Thurston to 
Enlist the Co-operation of 2,500 
Housewives, Settlement and Char- 
ity Workers in Extirpating Dance 
Halls, Ice Cream Parlors, Moving 
Picture Shows, Ete., Which Lead 
Boys and Girls Astray. 


Henry W. Thurston, chief probation officer 
of the Juvenile court, is endeavoring to form 
a league of 2,500 representative women of 
Chicago—housewives, club women, and set- 
tlement and charity workers to codperate 
with the court and the probation officers in 
the work of improving conditions surround- 
ing the children of the city and reforming 
delinquent juveniles. 

Already 150 representative women have 
been enrolled as “friendly visitors,“ and it 
is expected that the number will be increased 
to 2.500 within a few weeks. These organ- 
ized women workers will report all dance 
halls, saloons, penny arcades, cheap thea- 
ters, or ice cream parlors in their districts 
where childrém are allowed to fall into evil 
habits. The volunteer workers will make it 
their business to detect all the unwholesome 
haunts of juveniles and report conditions to 
the probation officers. They will also report 
the names of all delinquent or dependent boys 
and girls in their respective neighborhoods. 
The probation officers and the Juvenile court 
will do the rest. 


Plan of Work Outlined. 


According to the plan outlined by Mr. 
Thurston each of the fifty regular probation 
officers employed by the court will become 
the center about which fifty of the volunteers 


will work. Under this system it will not be | 


long, in the belief of Probation Officer Thurs- 
ton, before the authorities will know the lo- 
cation of every den of vice frequented by 
juveniles. Every cheap hotel will be 
watched, accurate information will de se- 
cured regarding the character of every play 
produced at the cheap theaters; every ice 
cream parlor and every dance hall, large or 
small, public or private, will be kept under 
constant surveillance. 

An attempt will be made also to learn of the 
existence of all boys’ clubs in which the 
seeds of delinquency are sown and of all 
boys’ gangs which make a practice of gath- 
ering in back alley sheds or on dark street 
corners. 

„After the evils surrounding child life In 
the city have been lo ter,“ declared 
Probation Officer Thpreton, the positive 
side will receive attention. Before boys and 
girls can be kept away from the disorderly 
dance halls substitates must be found for 
the cheap theaters and other immoral places. 
There must be degent places to which they 
can go to dance. /They must have plenty of 
opportunity for Avholesome pleasure. The 
work: of providisg places of recreation for the 
boys and gi will be taken up by the 
league.”

YATES RENEWS APPAGKS. 


ASSAIIS FEDERAL CROWD AT VAN- 
DALIA AND GREENVILLE. 


Declares in First Speech That Machine 
Is Used to Advance the Interests of 
Senator Cullom in Detriment te 
These of the People of the State 
at Large—Pays Tribute to United 
States Supreme Court and President 
Roosevelt. | 


Vandalia, III., Feb. 18.—[Special. Former 
Gov. Yates spoke here and at Greenville this 
afternoon on his campaign for United States 
senator.

Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 18.—[{Special. }—Attor- 
hey General Hadley of Missouri today con- 
cluded the depositions of the two Des Moines 
men as witnesses in the ouster proceeding 
against the Standard O!] combine. 

Frank Northrup, formerly manager of the 
Republic Oil company’s office in Chicago and 
in St. Louis, was the principal witness and 
gave some strong evidence for the state of 
Missouri. 

Frank Hagerman of Kansas City and A. D. 
Eddy of Chicago, the Standard Oil attorneys, 
were present and charged Northrup. witb 
stealing letters which he showed. The mis- 
sives had been sent him by Walter Teagle 
of the Republic Oil company explaining the 
understanding between the various com- 
panies. 

Understanding as to Trade. 

The testimony of Mr. Northrup which at- 
tracted the most attention and the most op- 
position from Attorney Hagerman was rela- 
tive to an alleged understanding that existed 
as to the change in the price of oil in St. 
Louis. Northrup testified that always a day 
before the price of oll underwent a change 
he, as manager of the Republic Ou com- 
pany, was notified by Manager Van Harlen 
of the Waters-Pierce company what was 
coming. Then he framed up his prices so 
that they would be the same as those of the 
alleged competitors. 

Northrup said that the Standard Ou and 
Waters-Pierce company always were re- 
ferred to as “competitors.” Furthermore 
he said that he was given instructions not to 
pay any attention to these two companies. 
He was told, instead, to get after the inde- 
pendentse and throttle them at every oppor- 
tunity. 


State of Missouri Divided. 

As shown by Mr. Northrup’s evidence, the 
state of Missouri was divided between him- 
self and the Waters-Pierce company. He 
worked as far west as Jefferson City and 
then resigned in favor of the Waters-Pierce 
cOmpany. He said that the Standard Oil 
company had a tank in East St. Louis, but 
that so far as he knew the company never 
sold any oll in that city. The Republic had 
the right of way there. 

F. E. Lyman, formerly manager for the 
Standard Oil company at Topeka, Kas., tes- 
tified briefly as to instructions that had been 
given him not to tread upon the tges of the 
Republic ofl or Waters-Pierce company.

Drane, secretary of the Bituminous Coal 
Trades League of Pennsylvania. He recites 
the grievances to which the independent 
operators are subjected through alleged dis- 
crimination, particularly the soft coal oper- 
ators in Pennsylvania, Virginia, Maryland, 
and West Virginia, and says the independents 
are helpless. The letters assert that the 
Pennsylvania railroad has established rules 
that only certain markets can be supplied 
by one region, and that the private cars 
of the soft coal trust have unlimited choice 
of market to ship coal in according to the 
demands therefore. 24 

The independent operators, the letter con- 
tines, has to see his mines idle for weeks for 
want of cars and his labor moves te other 
districts in search of steadier work. Thus, 
it says, flourishing towne have been aban- 
doned by business people to follow the mine 
worker to the busier region. 


Independent Operators Throttled. 

Mr. Drane charges that the soft coal trust 
always fixes a price which gives the trust and 
the roads hauling coal to market an excess 
profit over and above the price the independ- 
ent operator can get; that the hard coal rail- 
roads are all common carriers and miners 
and shippers of their own anthracite product;

POOR MUNICIPAL ACCOUNTING 
MAKES GRAFTING POSSIBLE. 


Director of Census Bureau Tells Meet- 
ing of City Officials Financial Sys- 
tem Source of Looting. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 138.—[(Special. }— 
Before a conference of controllers; auditors, 
treasurers, and other city officials interested 
in the uniform classification of municipal 
accounts and municipal statistics today, 
Director 8. N. D. North of the census bureau 
declared: 

The most prolific source of municipal 
graft, its securest hiding place, its most 
effective instrument in seeking immunity, 10 
the chaos which exists in the classification 
of municipal accounts and the absence of 
uniformity in municipal bookkeeping. 

“ We have in the United States 175 cities 
with a population of 80,000 or more, and ney 
are resting today under the stigma of being 
the most extravagantly and inefficiently 
governed. The financial officers of these 
cities annually collect and disburse a sum 
exceeding $765,000,000, or more than the 
annual cost of all the state governments, and 
more than the annual cost of maintaining 
the national government. 

These cities have a bonded or funded in- 
debtedness equaling $1,500,578,000, after de- 
ducting for sinking fund assets—an indebted- 
ness greater than that of the United Btates.

Mr. Elkins, always 


Everybody knows it, and every crimi- 
nal takes advantage of it. Even in 
the most populous and frequented dis- 
tricts a policeman is a rare sight. The 
streets which are the principal avenues of 
travel by night and which for that reason 
are attractive to criminals are almost desti- 
tute of patrolmen. Nobody has a sense of 
security in the streets, either in the business 
district or in the residence quarters. 

There are so few men on duty at night that 
the burglar as well as the robber feels that 
he can work with comparative safety. When 
he knows there is not a patrolman within 
half a mile he is quite at ease. The officers 
are so widely scattered that they are almost 
helpless when attacked. If a rowdy gang 
does not clear out whén a policeman orders 
it to he hesitates about endeavoring to en- 
force his order, for there is no comrade with- 
in hailing distance to come to his aid if the 
roughs resist him. That is one reason why 
packs of hoodlums infest the streets. 

There is at present the merest pretense of 
patrolling the streets by night. It is not safe 
for a man to cross Clark street bridge alone. 
It is risky for a woman to go anywhere un- 
attended. Armed men lie in wait near the 
station of an L.“ road and rob the passen- 
gers as they come outofit.. The robbers are 
not taking desperate chances. They know 
there is no policeman in the neighborhood. 

This state of things cannot. be suffered to 
continue. Are there aldermen who actually 
believe it can be endured—that the commu- 
nity will submit to that insufficient policing 
of the streets which exposes women to mur- 
der and “ outrage worse than death”? At 
least 1,000 more men must be added to the 
working force of ‘the police department. 
They have to be put on duty this year. There 
can be no waiting until 1907. The mur- 
derers and burglars do not intend to take a 
vacation during the next twelve months. 

The only way to get the money to pay the 
1,000 new men needed on beat is to raise 
the saloon license to $1,000. Other plans 
advanced for providing the money are puer- 
ile. They are attempts to deceive the pub-

PROTECTING THE FOOD SUPPLY. 

The city health department is still suffer- 
ing from lax traditional standards, but in 
many ways it has accredited itself during 
the last half year. Its operating staff needs 
new blood, but Commissioner Whalen has 
shown himself to be really in earnest in the 
effort to put his department on an improved 
basis of efficiency, The contrast between 
its recent work toward protecting the city’s

French, the Italian, Scandinavian, 
and German lodges, as well as to Kings Ed- 
ward, Oscar, and Frederick VIII., entreat- 
ing them to use their influence to secure the 
liberation of the hupris led monarch, who, 
according to them, was not really insane, but 
merely had been deposed owing to his liber- 
alism, his progressive ideas, and his deter- 
mination to reform the Moslem church,

During the early portion of the reign of 
Napoleon III., freemasonry was extremely 
fashionable in France, and the emperor iim- 
self belonged to the order, having been initi- 
ated as a young man in an Italian lodge and 
having subsequently during his residence in 
England joined London lodges. Realizing the 
advantage of keeping on good terms with 
the masons for political reasons, he first 
of all caused his uncle, ex-King Jerome Bona- 
parte of Westphalia, the grandfather of the 
present secretary of the American navy, to 
become grand master of French masonry. 
The king was succeeded by Prince Murat, and 
his place in turn was taken by Field Marsha) 
Vaillant. who was. minister and chief of the 
imperial. household. But towards the end of 
Napoleon's reign the French masons got out 
of hand, cut themselves adrift from imperial 
tutelage, and, becoming distinctly anti- 
dynastié and repubHcan, contributed in no 
small degree to the overthrow of the empire, 


including Prime Minister Rouvier, President 
Loubet, and the new President Fallieres, are 
all enthusiastic masons.

That Emperor William has accomplished 
a good deal towards the eventual suppres- 
sion of dueling was shown the other day 
by the speech of the chancellor, Prince Bülow, 
in the reichstag, when he reported that, owing 
to the attitude of the kaiser in the matter, 
only one single dtiel between the officers 
of the German army had occurred in 1905. 
When one compares this with the extraordi- 
nary number of duels which were wont to 
take place when his grandfather, old Em- 
peror William, was on the throne, and even 
during, the early years of the present reign, 
the character and extent of the reform 
brought about by Kaiser Wilhelm will be 
appreciated. 

To forbid dueling in the German army 
altoge..er is impossible as long as the pres- 
ent social ethics continue to exist on the 
continent of Europe, and the chancellor 
was, therefore, justified in announcing that 
for the present the emperor could not do 
anything more than he had already done 
in the matter. So long as the refusal to fight 
a duel is regarded by society on the conti- 
nent. of Europe as dishonorable and as en- 
tailing ostracism, it naturally follows that 
officers of the army cannot be forbidden by 
military law to fight when challenged, or to 
challenge when affronted. 

As matters stand now, officers who receive 
a challenge from a social equal and réfuse 
to fight have to resign their commissions, 
and, of course, independently of their leaving 
the army, forfeit the membership of all their 
clubs and their place in society. 

— 

With regard to quarrels among officers, 
whether on the active or ‘retired list, the 
dispute, by order of the emperor, in his role 
as generalissimo, is always referred to a 
‘court of honor composed of brother officers. 
It is only after this court has decided that 
there is no means of settling the trouble 
without fighting and that conciliation is out 
ot the question that the duel is permitted 
to take place. A report of the entire affair 
is then made through the commanding officer 
to the emperor, and if he finds that the men 
composing the court of honor have not ex- 
hausted all available means to arrangé the 
difficulty without fighting, they are apt to be 
not merely reprimanded but to forfeit their 
commissions. That these courts of honor 
do their work effectively and have a whole- 
gome fear of the Kaiser before their eyes is 
shown by the fact that save in one solitary 
instance they managed to settle all the quar- 
rels between officers last year without any 
recourse to a hostile encounter upon the 
field of honor. And it. must be borne in mind 
that Germany has some 100,000 officers on the 
active and reserved lists of the army. 

Among the queer features of army duels 
in Germany is the rule prohibiting principals 
from firing in the air. In other countries, 
for instance, where dueling constitutes part 
and parcel of social and military ethics, if 
one of the combatants from motives of gener- 
osity fires his pistol into the air instead of at 
hie adversary, he is praised for his chivalry. 
But in the German army firing into the air 
is construed 2s a refusal to fight, and in such 
cases the nds are required to intervers 
and to insist that the combatant in question 
should aim at his adversary. If he Still re- 
fuses to do so, they are obliged to draw 
up a report about the matter, and the recal- 
eftrant duelist becomes “ disqualified.”” That 
is to say, he forfefts his commission as an 
offieer of the army.

THE EVOLUTION IN DRUGS. 


From American Medicine.] 


The advantages of skillful pharmacy seem 
to be overlooked in the present outcry 
against proprietary mixtures sold under 
trade names. In an address at the Boston 
Medical library meeting Dr. Frank Billings 
of Chicago stated that nearly half of the 
prescriptions written in Chicago and Bos- 
ton call for such trade mixtures not found 
in the pharmacopeia; in New York it is 70 


per cent. These articles evidently fill a need 
and it is time to inquire whether the ma- 
jority of the medical profession is wrong 
or whether the pharmacopeia is defective. 
It must be remembered that for fifty years 
the official pharmacopeia occupied a sec- 
ondary place—indeed, it was a flat failure 
so far as filling the needs of the practical 
doctor. 

The commentary upon it, the dispensatory 
of Wood and Bache, first published in 1833, 
and intended as a therapeutic. work to pop- 
ularize it, practically displaced it. About 
thirty years ago began the modern move- 
ment to keep the official pharmacopeia up 
to date by eliminating things which the 
profession had ceased to use and introduc- 
ing things it hgd found to be valuable. Of 
necessity, then, it is a record of progress— 
always behind the times and never in ad- 
vance of them. The profession is constant- 
ly on the alert for remedies of greater value 
than the ones found disappointing—it must 
use everything which laboratory or other 
experimentation proves to be useful. 

a 

There is a constant evolution in drugs, un- 

told .thousands of which are taken up, laid 


aside as a rule, and the few useful ones 
survive to be incorporated in the official 
list in time as orthodox. Progress means 
heterodoxy or the use of things not ortho- 
dox. He who uses only those things known 
to be orthodox is therefore just that far 
behind the times and he ie likely to fail, be- 
cause he does not use things found to be 
valuable but not yet stamped as official. 
The first few patented synthetic com- 
pounds of value, beginning with antipyrin, 
practically revolutionized professional ethics 


in 1884, for they compelled the up to date 
physician to use what was formerly con- 
demned on principle. A few bold teachers 
set the pace and defiantly announced that 
they would use what was known to be bene- 
ficial to their patients, whether it was pat- 
ented or not, in or out of the pharmacopeia, 
if they knew what it was and where to get 
it unadulterated. There was much III feel- 
ing, and there was an uncertain dread among 
the conservative that we were undermining 


our foundations, but it turned out that we 
were only repairing them stone by stone. 

In advocating the use of patented mixtures, 
whose secret composition can be obtained 
for a small fee, Dr. Billings is taking a 
step which would have been severely con- 
demned twenty-five years ago, but the quiet 
acquiescence of the profession in this mat- 
ter shows that it has progressed far beyond 
the position it took upon the appearance of 
the synthetic compounds. It now demands 
prepared mixtures and the majority use 
them. 

— 

Comiemnation of unpatented proprietary 
mixtures does not seem logical. Of course, 
no physician of sense will prescribe secret 
things whose composition he does not know, 
but, onee knowing them, he cannot be ex- 
pected to remember the exact proportions. 
Not one physician in a hundred ean tell the 
exact composition of paregoric—he does not 
need to if he Knows its exact effects as a 
mixture. 

It was once a proprietary mixture—prac- 
tically speaking if not literally se~—and be- 
came orthodox because it was used by the 
majority of the profeseicn, and they used 
it because it proved to be a good mixture. 
Other useful mixtures are now going through 
the same process as paregoric, and we are 
quite sure that Dr. Billings in condemning 
them is not voicing the opinion of the pro- 
gressive element of the profeesion.

FACTS IN CASE WITHHELD | 


Situation in Chicago Awaits Fur- 


ther Investigation by the 
Officials.

Carr brought Attorney McInerney to rep- 
resent him, but the lawyer and all press rep- 
resentatlves were barred. It could not be 
learned what proof, if any, Carr and the 
other “amateurs” offered to sustain their 
charges, but Gilmore stated, before being 
called before the committee, that his broth- 
er, Fred Gilmore, did not receive pay for his 
services when he met Linstedt in the tourna- 
ment held under the auspices of the new 


Illinois Athletic club, although it was strong- : 


ly hinted by the accusers that he had re- 
ceived $100, 

Tancl, when brought before the commit- 
tee, said he had received $25 for the Mil- 
waukee trip, leas $3.40 for his brother's 
transportation, from Ira Johnston, and that 
he had recetved $50 for boxing at the C. A. A. 
The committee, it is said, will investigate 
the C. A. A. affair, as it could not learn 
from Tancl who had paid him the money. 

The committee was in session two hours, 
and when it adjourned it gave out the follow- 
ing Statement: The registration commit- 
tee of the Central association of the Ama- 
teur Athletic union has suspended Edward 
Tancl permanently. Pending the writing up 
of the evidence the registration committee 
will withholé any further statement regard- 
ing the amateur boxing situation in Chi- 
cago," 

E. C. Brown, A. A. A.; W. P. * 4 Co- 
lumdia Knights: and H. ‘Hamnett, ¥ M. C. 
A., composed the committee. 

It was learned that Howard Carr was re- 
fused a sanction to hold his amateur 
boxing show at Kenosha tonight, but said he 
would hold it nevertheless. When the com- 
mittee learned of Carr’s intention it an- 
nounced that all boxers who take part in the 
show will be suspended as well as any boxer 
who contests against Tancl.

The visible supply of wheat showed a de- 
crease for the week of 754,000 bu compared 
with a decrease of 467,000 bu the week pre- 
vious and 881,000 bu the corresponding week 
in 1905. The chief increases were at Fort 
William, 199,000 bu; Duluth, 211,000 bu: Kan- 
sas City, 106,000 bu; Galveston, 55,000 bu. 
The principal decreases were at Buffalo, 
204,000 bu; Chicago, 241,000 bu; Minneapolis, 
302,000 ba; New York, 207,000 bu. The corn 
visible increased 477,000 bu, against an in- 
crease laßt week of 609,000 bu and a decrease 
last year of 891,000-bu: The chief changes 
were at Baltimore, which increased 595,000 
bu, and at Galveston, which decreased 907. 
000. There was a decrease in the oats visible 
of 828,000 bu, compared with a decrease of 
402,000 bu last week and 181,000 bu last year. 
The rye visible decreased 62,000 bu and the 
barley visible increased 10,000 bu for the 
week.

Broomhall’s weekly foreign crop summary 
sald: “United ‘kingdom—There are occa- 
sional complaints heard with regard to the 
conditions of crop. France—The outlook has 
improved owing to the seasonable weather. 
There is occasional continued talk of import- 
ing foreign grain up to the end of the season. 
Germany—Snow has fallen, but there is 
some anxiety concerning the crops. Hun- 
gary—The weather is unsettled, but no com- 
plaints are heard. Roumahia and Bulgaria— 
The condition of crops is satisfactory. The 
weather is mild and navigation on the Danube 
has reopened. Russia—The weather is mild 
and condition of the crops is generally fa- 
vorable. Trade is dull, indicating lighter 
shipments. Italy—The situation in this coun- 
try is favorable. India—Rain has fallen in all 
the districts of the united provinces except 
three, which has been beneficial for the crops, 
but more rain, however, is urgently wanted. 
Slight rains have fallen in the Punjaub, while 
other droughty provinces have been gener- 
ally ralnless. The outlook is worse and com- 
mercial cables state thes holders are firm.” 
Country acceptances of corn were reported 
liberal, especially from west of the Missis- 
sipp!. Iowa was offering corn here in large 
blocks. One house turned down 34,000 bu 
offered at Saturday’s bid price. Most of the 
grain houses put out no bids over the holi- 
days, but those that did got a great deal of 
Iowa corn Offerings of oats were moder- 
ate.

Directors of the Manufacturers’ State bank 
met yesterday and determined upon a number 
of important changes in the affairs of that 
institution. New interests have become iden- 
tified with it and there will be further changes 
in the board of directors. E. W. Marden has 
purchased a one-fourth interest in the stock, 
or 6,000 out of the 20,000 shares of $200,000 
capital. Mr. Harden was yesterday elected 
a director and vice president. He is manager 
of the bond department of Ruseell, Brewster 
& Co. 

In order to adapt the bank to a new line of 

business it will be changed from a state to 4 
national institution. This will be accom- 
plished as soon as practicable, agreement 
having already been reached as to details 
with United States Controller Ridgely. The 
name of the bank will be changed to the 
Monroe National bank. The title is sug- 
gestive of the proposed new location, for the 
institution is to be brought downtown and 
jocated in the quarters formerly occupied by 
the Home Savings bank in the former Chicago 
National bank building at 152 Monroe street. 
The building is now owned by the Central 
Trust Company of Illinois. C. G. Dawes, 
president of the Central Trust, is also a di- 
rector in the Manufacturers’. The change 
in management and location of the Manufac- 
turers’ will bring into one structure a trust 
company and a national bank. 


New Bank to Be Pushed. 

Mr. Dawes and the new-interests propose 
to push the Monroe National. Mr. Dawes, 
as a former controller of the currency, en- 
joys a large acquaintance in the national 
banks of the country, and the Monroe will 
go after the class of business which national 
banks afford. As soon as practicable the 
bank will take out its full quota of national 
bank notes, that is, $200,000, an amount 
' equal to the capital stock. It is expected 

that the capital will presently be increased. 

The Manufacturers is now located at Jack- 
son boulevard and Clinton streets. It was 
organized in October, 1903, and has enjoyed 
a steady growth. Its deposits on Jan. 29 were 
$517,541 and its surplus and undivided profits 
$15,951. In harmony with the ideas of the 
new interests the change of name and loca- 
tion have been decided upon, and, further, 
new directors representing the changed 
policy, will be gradually added. The present

The bank will move to its new location 
on March 1.
